Saloon Smashing. 


It is certain that saloons violate law. Even 
when the sale of intoxicating liquors is per- 
mitted by statute, the regulations which legis- 
lators throw around the traffic are invariably 
violated by the sellers. They sell to minors, to 
habitual drunkards, during forbidden hours, 
on the sabbath day, on holidays. The saloon 
is the center of vice and the headquarters of 
crime. In the present day of the world the 
men who.run saloons are invariably men of bad 
character. They may not be criminals except 
in the violation of the liquor law, but no man 
at present can willingly go into the business of 
selling liquor for the chief source of his living, 
unless he is morally base. The saloon-keeper 
belongs to the criminal classes. It is no won- 
der, then, that such womenias Mrs. Nation 
arise, and that the smashing of saloons is a 
feature of the business. We admire, however, 
the following. words of the Christian Register 
of February, 21, 1901: 

Mrs. Nation has started a crusade which cannot be 
justified by any showing of the excellence of her mo- 
tives and the unworthiness of the saloon-keepers whom 
she attacks. One of the glorious privileges which we 
inherited from England was the right to trial by jury. 
One of the most sacred doctrines of common law and 
common life is that no person shall be put in jeopardy 
of his life or his property without due process of law. 
If an honorable citizen meets upon the street a man 
whom he knows to be a thief, a blackmailer, a perjurer, 
and a robber of graves, he has no right to knock him 
down and destroy his propertv. The law protects evil- 
doers as well as the righteous until they are proved to 
be guilty. Mrs. Nation’s methods are somewhat refined 
forms of lynching. They provoke unlawful retaliation, 
they stir up a spirit of lawlessness, and, if they are 
carried far, will surely result in civil eommotion, dis- 
regard of law, and the destruction of life by lynching. 
Already life has been taken and a church wrecked as 
the result of this lamentable crusade against wrong- 
doers. 


But still the following from the Gospel Mes- 
senger of February 16, 1901, is equally true: 


It seems that the rough treatment of the saloons by 
Mrs. Nation has resulted in some good in Kansas. It 
has aroused the people in Topeka, and the other day 
they held an enthusiastic mass meeting and set on foot 
movements that will likely rid the city of saloons. At 
first the authorities ignored the movement, but public 
sentiment against the saloon element was found so 
strong that the city marshal offered to assist in closing 
up the saloons. As a result, sixty saloons were closed 
in a short time. 


The followjng words of the Interior have 


force: 

What is the use of putting on the statute books laws 
that are not only not put in force, but are openly evad- 
ed without any effort being made to stcure their en- 
forcement? Unless a strong public opinion is behind 
a law, it is certain to be evaded. In questions of moral 
reform such laws as can be made effective should be 
passed, and if passed, no evasion should be folerated. 
Legislation of this kind should be progressive. Law- 
makers are human, and some of them try to perform 


the feat of carrying water on both shoulders. They 
want the vote of the temperance people, and at the 
same time do not wish to offend the saloon people, and 
thus laws are made more for ornament than use. The 
moral effect of such is bad all around. The bulk of the 
American people are orderly and law-abiding, but play- 
ing fast and loose with law invariably weakens respect 
for what should be the safeguard of liberty and social 
order. 


The non-enforcement of the temperance laws 
leads to saloon smashing, tnless temperance 
people submit to evil; just as the non-enforce- 
ment of other criminal laws leads to ordinary 
lynching. The Congregationalist of February 
16, 1901, said: 


To close liquor saloons anywhere is a great gain to 
humanity. To show the worse than folly of passing 
laws and leaving them to be dishonored is a gain to 
righteous government. And while it is plain that law- 
lessness encouraged breeds anarchy, it sometimes also, 
when done for righteousness’ sake, rouses people to re- 
pentancé and self-purification. We hope the saloon- 
smashing crusades may result in permanent gain to the 
cause of temperance. 

We see in street-cars and other public places 
occasionally bulletins containing this sentence, 
“This law will be enforced.” What right have 
public officers to select laws which will be en- 
forced, and those which they will not enforce. 
The Herald and Presbyter, February 20, 1901, 
said: 

Ex-President Harrison said not long since that “it is 
a monstrous idea that an executive may select such 
laws as may please him to execute and nullify the rest.” 
Officials who do not execute the laws which they have 
sworn to enforce, and for the doing of which they draw 
their salaries, are the top-notch anarchists of the land. 
Let the men who propose to be the willing servants of 
the rough and tough element keep out of office and 
allow honorable men to have the place. Let those who 
cannot commend Mrs. Nation be sure to lay the blame, 
hot and heavy, on the faithless officials who have made 
her course the necessary outcome. Woe comes to a peo- 
ple when law is not executed. 


The saloon-keeper is the last man in the 
world to plead the law against violence. His 
business is immoral in its nature, and his con- 
duct with reference to the statute law agrees 
with the nature of his business. ' The Herald 
and Presbyter of March 13, 1901, said: 


The saloon is always lawless. It matters not what 
may be the law of any state on the subject of liquor- 
selling, it will be broken by men who are determined to 
sell at any odds. Take a state where high license is 
demanded or a heavy tax levied, and the law undertakes 
to regulate the men who sell! Does any one of them 
keep the law? These places are kept open on Sunday 
and late into the night; liquor is sold to children, and 
minors are permitted to pass in and out; drunken men 
are furnished liquor so long as they can stand up and 
pay for it; and the law is fairly trampled under foot. 
If they break these license laws as they do, we may ex- 
pect them to break prohibitory laws in the places where 
they think they can do so safely. But the fact is 
that the prohibitory laws of Kansas, Maine and Da- 
kota are more rigidly enforced than the license laws of 
other states. 


We close with the words of Lincoln when 
pleading for some women who had been arrest- 
ed for saloon smashing: 


May it please the court, I will say a few words in 
behalf of the women who are arraigned before your 
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honor and the jury. I would suggest, first, that there 
be a change in the indictment, so as to have it read, 
“The State against Mr. Whisky,” instead of “The State 
against the Women.” It would be far more appropriate. 
Touching this question there are three laws: First, 
the . law of self-protection; second, the law of the 
statute; third, the law of God. The law of self-pro- 
tection is the law of necessity, as shown when our 
fathers threw the tea into the Boston harbor, and in 
asserting their right to life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness. ‘his is the defense of these women. The 
man who has persisted in selling whisky has had no 
regard for their well-being or the welfare of their hus- 
bands and sons. He has had no fear of God or regard 
for man; neither has he had any regard for the laws of 
the statute. No jury can fix any damages or punish- 
ment for any violation of the moral law. The course 
pursued by this liquor-dealer has been for the de- 
moralization of society. His groggery has been a 
nuisance. These women, finding all moral suasion of 
no avail with this fellow, oblivious to all tender appeal, 
alike regardless of their prayers and tears, in order 
to protect their households and promote the welfare of 
the community, united to suppress the nuisance. The 
good of society demands its suppression. They accom- 
plished what otherwise could not have been done. 


OrHeR Marrers oF GENERAL INTEREST ARE: 
The United States officers now decide officially 
that the number of lives lost in the General 
Slocum disaster was 957. It would be more 
comfort to know what will be done to the offi- 
cials of the corporation that put lead, into life- 
preservers. President Roosevelt was guarded 
on his trip to the St. Louis Fair with a care re- 
minding us of Russia. Senator Kittredge says 
it would be a waste of money to build the Pan- 
ama Canal on the present plans, Then what are 
we to think of the honor of all the high digni- 
taries who in repeated reports, after repeated 
investigations assured us of the wisdom of our 
taking the place of the French Company? It 
looks as though preparations were being made 
for an immense scandal, and that the corrup- 
tion had already begun. The Anglo-French ar- 
bitration treaty, of April last, has inspired 
many other arbitration treaties; and there are 
others in course of negotiation. Hearst’s ap- 
peal for an investigation of the gas scandal in 
New York: City is to be granted by the legis- 
lature early in January. The United States 
district attorney at New York, in the last six 
and one-fourth years has received in fees $273,- 
300, besides his salary of $6,000. Republican 
editors are criticising President Roosevelt’s 
long message; two-thirds of it treating of sub- 
jects not mentioned in the Chicago platform, 
and much of the remainder treating of sub- 
jects over which Congress has no jurisdiction. 
What about the 601 victims burned to death in 
the Iroquois Theater fire? We believe the 
same corporation has opened another theater 
in Chicago, which also violates the city laws 
providing for the safety of the people. One of 
the corporation is a bank president. Chicago 
was very prompt in hanging the car-barn ban- 
dits. But then they were not a rich corpora- 
tion. They robbed a rich corporation. We be- 
lieve the Baltic fleet is making more progress 
toward the far East than most of us antici- 
pated. The Smoot investigation is proceed- 
ing, with revelations of oaths taken by the 
Mormons in some of their ceremonies. Ac- 
cording to Secretary Shaw’s report the deficit 
of the United States treasury for the year will 
be $18,000,000. Dowie has cleared Zion City 
of its debts. We admit that he is a better 
financier than we supposed; or a better beg- 
gar. The Czar has permitted the members of 
the Finnish Diet, whom he had exiled for po- 
litical reasons; to return. The governor-elect 
of Nebraska, being a Methodist, has refused to 
permit an inaugural ball. Tolstoi’s opposition 


to the zemstvo reform movement in Russia is 
as absurd as much of his propaganda. The 
zemstvo movement has some promise of life, 
being permitted by the Czar, thus far. 
Washington House.of Representatives has 
voted to impeach Judge Swayne, of a Federal 
Court of Florida, of high crimes and misde- 
meanors. Already we see efforts being made 
to neutralize the movement. It is to the credit 
of the federal judiciary that it is the first im- 
peachment of a federal judge in seventy years. 
According to the New York Times, the unem- 
ployed men in New York City are more nu- 
merous than ever before. The Chadwick ex- 
citement continues. She is voluminously in- 
dicted, and is now in jail in Cleveland, being 
removed from New York. Bishop Potter is 
not only interested in the elevation of the sa- 
loon, but of the theater. President Roosevelt 
praises Senator Knox. He is the man who an- 
nounced, when he was attorney-general, that 
he was not going to run amuck against the 
trusts. A Methodist minister exchanged pul- 
pits with a Unitarian minister at Winchester, 
Mass. The disaster to the United States navy 
this week consists only in the unexplained 
sinking of the tug Mohawk; except that on the 
battleship Massachusetts there was an explo- 
sion killing five men. Is it true that a Cali- 
fornian, Burbank, has produced a spineless 
cactus, of qualities nourishing to cattle, and 
that will grow in a desert? Hearst’s injunc- 
tion again Mayor McClellan, of New York 
City, Commissioner Oakley and Comptroller 
Grout was made permanent, as to the gas busi- 
ness. Insurance swindlers in Chicago, to the 
extent of $3,500,000, plead guilty of fraud. 
Their victims were found from Maine to Texas. 
Election bribery is charged against important 
men in the late Canadian election. Dowie ex- 
pects to build two new cities. Secretary Taft 
admits frankly his great mistakes in connec 
tion with Panama. This is good; but it would 
have been much better for this bepraised 
statesman not to have made such mistakes in 
a place of arbitrary executive power. The New 
York supreme court has decided that an in- 
junction against organizing a strike cannot 
stand. The Hungarian parliamentary tumults 
continue, so that the house cannot or- 
ganize. The chairman of the Prohibition party 
has been requested to resign, by the national 
committee, because of his use of funds. Letter 
carriers are being dismissed by the administra- 
tion for political activity. Is it true that in 
Connecticut a candidate for office courteously 
voted for his opponent and thereby — elected 
him? The Episcopalians in Chicago declare 
the negro question to be a national one. It is 
about certain that no remedy has yet been 
found for the pest of the cotton growers, the 
boll weevil. While the cry is becoming more 
insistent in Russia for a representative govern- 
ment, the authorities suspend a newspaper for 
political agitation’ The potato crop in the 
United States this year was the largest ever 
raised. Ineresponse to the proposition in Con- 
gress to cut down the representation of the 
south, a South Carolina paper proposes to 
have the representation of the trusts cut down. 
It may be remembered that wher the United 
States was negotiating with Denmark for the 
West India islands, it-was reported that H. H. 
Rogers claimed a commission on account of 
controlling senators; was it twenty-six? Trin- 
ity Church, New York, Episcopal, announces 
that none of its ministers shall marry divorced 


persons. Let us see: is this the great corpora- 
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tion that was exposed a few years ago as rent- 
ing much property to saloons and evil resorts, 
and excused itself for not immediately: discon- 
tinuing the practice on the ground that the 
leases had time to run? In 1903 the railroads 
in the United States killed 9,984 persons and 
injured 78,287. How is that for men that pro- 
fess to be superior business men to the rest of 
us? Not a railroad president has been pun- 
ished. The Japanese have destroyed all. the 
Russian strong vessels at Port Arthur; but 
the Russians still hold important fortifica- 
tions. The Japanese make material progress 
in the siege, though it is claimed at great loss 
of life. Much rioting in Moscow, with shouts 
of “Long live freedom.” At Port Arthur, in 
correspondence between the Russian and Jap- 
anese officers with reference to the firing by 
the latter on the hospitals, there were mutual 
compliments to military skill and bravery. The 
Russians offered the Japanese maps showing 


the location of the hospitals. By a decision of ' 


the United States Supreme Court many pris- 
oners in the Philippines are released, who had 
been acquitted in their first trials, but con- 
victed in second trials on appeals by the gov- 
ernment. 





Scattered Christmas Thoughts. 
This day, Christmas, should not be pervert- 
ed, as Thanksgiving day has been. Christmas 
day is the day on which we celebrate the birth 
of the only one of heaven who ever died, of one 


‘who is correctly worshiped with the infinite 


God, the coming monarch of all the world, the 
only one whose birth was first celebrated by 
angels. 

Jesus was opposed by Judas, but Judas 
died; by Jerusalem, but Jerusalem fell; by 
Rome, but Rome was converted ; by ,Celsus, 
Porphyry, Julian, Paine, Voltaire, but they 
are dead. But Jesus’ influence was never as 
great as to-day. 

“The rolling centuries come and go, 
And Christ’s dominion stretches on;

Gems of the mountain, and pearls of the ocean, 
Myrrh from the forest, or gold from the mine? 


“Vainly we offer each ample oblation, 
Vainly with gifts“would, his favor secure; 

Richer by far is the heart’s adoration, 
Dearer to God are the prayers of the poor. 


Who is this babe? Ask Simeon, and he will 
say that he is set for the falling and rising 
again. of many in Israel. Ask Abel’s altar, 
why “the firstlings of the flock?” and he will 
say, “This is the Lamb of God.” Ask Abra- 
ham, offering up Isaac; and he will point to 
God, giving his Son Jesus. Ask Aaron’s morn- 
ing and evening sacrifice, and the answer 
points to Jordan’s shore, “Behold the Lamb of 
God, that taketh away the sin of the world.” 

Imagine that Christmas eve, nineteen hun- 
dred years ago. The bleak winds, may be, 
were sweeping over the region about Bethle- 
hem. The shepherds were watching and talk- 
ing about their sheep, and how long seemed the 
night. When suddenly they heard (was it 
singing, as we so often say), “Glory to God-in 


the highest, on earth peace.” And they re-- 


ceived the message in wonder. What? a babe 
born. Where? in Bethlehem. Who? a Savior, 
which is Christ, the Lord. The sign? wrapped 
in swaddling clothes, lying in a manger. 

The shepherds hastened to the city of David, 
and found the babe lying in a manger. It 
seemed as other babes; its dimpled cheek; its 





rosy lips; its chubby arms and hands; its in- 
fant helplessness. | 

And yet we know that “the government was 
upon his shoulder.” 

“Brightest and best of the sons of the morning, 

Dawn on our darkness, and lend us thine aid.” 

The civilization, growth, progress, develop- 
ment, benevolence of the world, and all its 
peace depended on that babe. When he grew 
to maturity he claimed everything of glory and 
honor, except what was implied in his state- 
ment, “My Father is greater than I.” 

War began on him immediately, as soon as 
earth rulers heard of his birth. The war has 
been carried on ever since. Sometimes he is 
fought by the counterfeiting of his religion, 
and sometimes he is fought openly, and some- 
times he is fought treacherously. The first 
enemies of Christ did not deny his existence, 
as some of his enemies do now. Then there 
were too many witnesses, and the facts were 
too recent. The opposition of Celsus and 
Porphyry sufficiently attest by their arguments 
the life of Christ and the existence of the gos- 
pels. 

The last Christmas day ought to be the hap- 
piest day of the world’s history, always. 

Christ was born, like us, Son of man, that 
we might become like him, Son of God; to 
make us all sons of God, with him. The day 
speaks of a new nature, a heavenly nature. 
Men had tried “many inventions.” They had 
tried art, militarism, engineering, agriculture, 
politics, philosophy, physical culture, riches, 
education ; but from now on, through the ages, 
men will try being “born again,” becoming like 
little children, to enter the kingdom of heaven. 
Men are henceforth to lose the animal, and to 
put on the spiritual; for from henceforth there 
is a child of heaven here, God’s child to help 
us upward; “given,” given to us; “made flesh ;” 
80 times called “Son of man;” come “down 
from heaven;” come “out from God;” with a 
“body prepared” for him, the body of a child. 
He was the child so long looked for, and ex- 
pected when he came, expected by those 
familiar with the Jewish Scritpures. King 
Herod made his will, but sought to slay the 
child, the Son of God. Herod’s will did not 
agree with the will of God. Though Arche- 
laus, the son of Herod, ruled at Jerusalem, and 
went to Rome to be appointed, he was never 
fully confirmed as king; and later when the 
Jews rejected Jesus as king, they exclaimed, 
“We have no king but Caesar.” 

But this Christ was born king, born worship- 
ed. r 

He came into a world of darkness, and 
brought light; and the star of Bethlehem has 
become a moral sun, enlightening the earth. 
He came into a world of animal passions, as a 
spiritual power, and his principles are regen- 
erating the world. Some call him a man, “very 
man ;” some an angel; and some “God.” But 
he said, “I am the Son of God.” He is the only 
one in the universe equally related to God and 
men. He is the prince of philosophers, the 
teacher of philanthropists, the leader of be- 
nevolence, the founder of moral reform. He is 
the world’s Savior, the world’s governor, tlie 
world’s leader, and the world’s wonder. After 
seeing all science, after learning all learning, 
after studying all philosopity, the greatest 
scientists, the most learned philosophers and 
the most humane philanthropists seek to sit 
down at the feet of Jesus. His words are in 
all books, his followers in all countries, and 
his worshipers inhabit earth and heaven.

Dr. Edward Everett Hale says that though a 
man’s physical life declines after he is forty- 
five, his “spiritual life is always enlarging.” To 
that he attributes the greater knowledge of the 
aged. This theory modifies somewhat the 
maxims about the superior knowledge of the 
aged as due to experience. 

Rev. J. W. Wilson has served as paster of 
the church at East Springfield, Erie County, 
Pa., for six years. The church there is in good 
condition, the growth having been a steady 
one. We learn these facts from an Ohio brother 
who is well acquainted with the situation in 
the Erie Conference. But Brother Wilson con- 
templates closing his labor at East Springfield 
on April lst. We presume he will then be free 
to take another charge. 

Miss Jennie Mishler, the missionary to Porto 
Rico, gave a talk to the Sunday-school at 
Katon, Ohio, last Sunday morning. At night 
she spoke for forty-five minutes, giving what 
Rev. Henry Crampton calls the best mission 
talk, the most satisfactory, he ever heard; the 
very things the people wished to hear. At the 
conclusion the people were as eager to hear 
her as at the beginning; and a request even 
came from the audience for her to relate more 
of her experiences, especially as to her personal 
physical food and comforts in the island. The 
people were won to missions, instead of being 
repelled, as is so often the-case. 

Rev. Dr. Samuel T. Carter, one of the Pres- 
byterian clergymen who secured the revision 
of the Westminster Confession of faith, was 
more lately brought before his presbytery for 
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his words about that creed, and made the fol- 
lowing astonishing defense; and the Presbyte- 
rians will probably (officially) let him alone: 


The great objection to the confession is not this 
statement in it or that, but it is the whole tone and 
style of the confession. To put the matter in a word, 
it is the God of the Westminster confession that is 
wrong. I[ am convinced there can be no rest nor peace 
till this system is fully abandoned by the church. If 
Calvin were living to-day he would be chairman of the 
revision committee. There is no such God as the God 
of the Westminster confession. There is no such world 
as the world of the confession. There is no such 
eternity as the eternity of the confession. It is all 
rash, exaggerated and bitterly untrue. If no one else 
is ready to say it, I say it. The hard, cold, severe God 
of the confession, with the love left out, is not our God. 
** * * * * Do not condemn me. Do not cast me out of 
your ministry. Welcome me again to my place in the 
presbytery with the beautiful understanding that there 
shall be greater theological freedom in the Presbyterian 
Church than has been allowed heretofore. 


Why not leave the Presbyterian Church? 
Why make such trouble, contrary to his own 
ordination vows? 

Brother W. H. Perry sends us the annual 
manual of the church at Covington, Ohio, 
which is a well printed and prepared pamphlet 
of about thirty-four pages, giving annual re- 
ports of the pastor, the deacons, the trustees, 
and the church treasurer; the lists of officers 
and members, and the amounts they contrib- 
ute, whether resident or non-resident; special 
matter about the church parsonage newly 
erected, with the lists of receipts and expen- 
ditures on the same; Sunday-school report, in- 
cluding statement concerning the primary 
room recently erected; the Endeavor Society ; 
the Aid Society; the Missionary Society; the 
Doreas Society; memorial matter referring to 
deceased members, in which we find a suitable 
page referring to that celebrated man of God, 
Thomas A. Worley; and other useful matter. 
We commend the usage of the Covington 
Church, in printing a statement of all its 
affairs, to our other churches. We are sur- 
prised to observe that some names are not 
credited with as large contributions as we 
would expect, while others seem to contribute 
even to the degree of sacrifice. The manual 
must be very useful locally. 


Dr. Wm. Kirk, of York, Nebraska, has done 
a great kindness to the Christians in that 
state, having erected a church building for 
them, chiefly by his own labors and money. 
Thomas ©. Diltz, of Brownsville, Nebraska, 
has sent us a note in which he uses this lan- 
guage concerning the work of Dr. Kirk: 

This building was built on the begging principle; that 
is, soliciting funds from door to door in each city, town 
and village, the solicitor being Dr. Wm. Kirk. Some 
of the money was raised by subscription, but chiefly as 
above stated. Dr. Kirk, with a determination in one 
of his age, we think unequaled in the history of the 
Christians, at the age of 79 years did build (aided but 
little by others) a modern church house with his own 
hands, handicapped by failing sight and- shattéred 
nerves, completing the same in two years, sufficiently, 
at least to warrant the dedication of the same to God 
and the Christian Church of North York, Nebraska; 
the second and best church building in the state of 
Nebraska; one that we can be proud of indeed. 


In connection with this, Dr. Kirk informs us 


that some have supposed that because the 


deeds mention his name, he retains the real 
ownership of the property. He sends us the 
deeds, which we have examined with care. In 
our opinion, the deeds are correctly drawn in 
the interest of the church. For one of them 
reads that the property is conveyed to “Wm. 
Kirk, as trustee of Christian Church in Ne- 
braska, to hold for said church ;” and the other 
reads that the property is conveyed to “Wm. 
Kirk, trustee of the Christian Church.” This 
trusteeship thus assumed by Dr. Kirk prevents 
the property from reaching other heirs, at his 


death, and must be and remain the property 
of the Christian Church. In one of the deeds, 
singularly, there is also the further provision 
that the buildings shall not be removed from 
the land; as if to prevent any kind of fraud. 
According to the deeds, Dr. Kirk is trustee; he 
has the property in trust. It was right for 
him so to act; for his personal interest was the 
paramount one, and his sacrifices had been 
greatest of all. For him to have deeded the 
property away in such fashion, before the en- 
terprise had been fairly under way, that other 
persons might divert it from its intended use, 
would have been imprudent. Men who make 
the greatest sacrifices for the cause ought to 
have the offices, and they ought to direct’ the 
general course of events officially. Dr. Kirk 
has done just right in the preparation of the 
deeds. We hope his great kindness will stimu- 
fate others to imitate him, and thus help to 
build up a worthy enterprise. 


Brother J. N. Hess, these times, has his 
hands full. An observer who is much in the 
office said to us the other day, “It seems to me 
wonderful how even he keeps. Most men would 
be distracted; but he never loses his self-con- 
trol, and carries on his work as though he had 
nothing to disturb him, though he must be at 
the new building much of the time and yet do 
his office work.” And then he related this inci- 
dent, of a contractor, or business man, who 


- said to him: 


“Who is that man, over there?” 

“That is Hess, our publishing agent, our 
business manager.” 

“He stands like a watch-dog over your treas- 
ury, don’t he? I couldn’t do anything with 
him.” ‘ 

This is the kind of men we need in our offices 
and positions of trust: men who love the cause, 
and are watchful for the interests of the peo- 
ple who put them in charge. Brother Hess has

ness would-have allowed to baffle him. But 
Brother Hess guides all calmly and well.

That we were right in the tone of our Jate 
article entitled “Union by Capture,” will in 
part appear plainly from the following edi- 
torial passages from the Herald and Presbyter 
of December 14, 1904, concerning the union of

the Cumberland Presbyterian Church and the 
Presbyterian Church : 


The judgment appears to prevail that all the Pres- 
byterian churches in our country should be united into 
one body: It would seem hard to find any adequate 
reason for ‘taking ground against such a measure, or to 
justify ourselvgs before common-sense people should we 
refuse to accept a Presbyterian body coming to us on 
the basis of our own standards and with an outspoken 
expression of faith in the inspiration of the Holy 
Scriptures. Should we refuse, the world might well 
doubt our sincerity in advocating the union of the 
various branches of the body of Christ. 


A Matter of Sympathy.—“The Presbyterian” says: 

It is obvious to the disinterested reader of the “Cum- 
berland Presbyterian” that the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Chureh is being racked and torn by the union controversy, 
and that an effectual and harmonious union with our 
church is an impossibility. It is a pity to see our church 
pushing the amalgamation project with so much disre- 
gard of the peace and duty, of a sister denomination and 
with a determination, if possible, to force the proposed 
union at all hazards. 


Union proposals originated in the Cumberland Pres- 
byterian Church. After they had been considered for 
a full year, a basis (our own doctrinal standards) was 
agreed on, and each side was asked to vote on that 
basis. Now it is intimated that. those in our church 
who favor union are “pushing the amalgamation” in 
disregard of “the peace and unity of a sister denomina- 
tion,” and “are determined to foree the union at all 
hazards.” 

The facts are that- nobody in our church is pushing 
the union at all. The only pushing is by those opposed 
to union. Almost all the writing that has been done in 
favor of union has been by way of reply to antagonistic 
articles. y 

The point made by the Presbyterian is that we 
should vote against union, even on our own terms, be- 
cause the Cumberland people are divided. In other 
words, they should not be allowed to settle the matter 
for their side in the true, constitutional, common-sense 
and Christian way by a majority vote, but that we 
should settle it for them. We, who see no reason for 
voting against union on the basis of our own doctrinal 
standards are asked to vote against it because some of 
them are against it.

A Christmas Meditation.

“Blessed be the Lord God of Israel; for he 
hath visited and redeemed his people, and 
hath raised up a horn of salvation for us in 
the house of his servant David.” Luke 1: 
68, 69. 

The birth of Christ has been an advent of 
the greatest interest in all ages, and always 
will be. The pious of Israel looked forward 
to it as their chief joy. They found their 
greatest pleasure in its anticipation. 

It was an event calculated to excite wonder 
and admiration. Look at the person, Jesus 
Christ. He came down from heaven; he ex- 
changed a crown for the manger, a throne for 
the earth, the society of heaven for that of a 
world of sinners. Wonderful condescension! 

Notice the expression concerning God, 
“He hath visited and redeemed his people.” 
There was no term so precious to the pious 
Jew as “the God of Israel.” God had several 
times before visited them. He came to Moses 
at the bush, on Sinai, in the tabernacle, to the 
people in Egypt, at Babylon, and through the 
prophets. But the greatest of all his visits 
was by his Son’ Jesus Christ. Please observe 
(1) This event had long been promised. Abel 
had his eye upon it in his sacrifice; (2) Abra- 
ham saw Christ’s day and was satisfied; (3) 
To Christ all the prophets gave witness, espe- 
cially Isaiah and Daniel; (4) Christ’s com- 
ing was kept before them as their only hope. 

Observe that this visit was mutually 
predicted as to the marvelous manner of the 
advent. The place—time.. When the scepter 
departed from Judah. When the _ seventy. 
weeks of Daniel are fulfilled. Then did Christ 
come as foretold. 

It was a_ visit distinguished for its 
humility and condescending mercy. (1) Be- 


cause the Lord Jesus, “who was rich in glory 
for your sakes became poor, that ye through his 
poverty might be rich.” “He took not the na- 
ture of angels, but the seed of Abraham, and 
was found in fashion as a man.” (2) He 
‘humbled himself and become obedient unto 
death, even the death of the cross.” 

_It was a. visit of grandeur and glory. 
A wonderfully bright and beautiful star ap- 
peared in the heavens, and led the way to the 
place of birth. The sons of God shouted for 
joy, and God said, “Let all the angels of God 
worship him.” And they did! Angels sang, 
“Glory to God in the highest, on earth peace, 
and good will to men.” “Unto you is born, 
this day, in the city of David, a Savior, which 
is Christ the Lord.” 

It was a visit of great love. (1) “Here 
in is love; not that we loved God, but that he 
loved us, and gave his Son to die for us.” (2) 
“For God so loved the world that he gave his 
only begotten Son to die, that whosoever be- 
lieveth on him might not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life.” (3) “He sent his Son, not to con- 
demn the world, but that the world, through 
him, might be saved.” (4) “Jesus Christ came 
into the world to save sinners, of whom I am 
the chief,’ and hence, in redeeming love and 
mercy, “visited and redeemed his people.” (5) 
He delivered, emancipated them from sin and 
its terrible consequences. ; 


Notice the symbol used to represent 
Christ, “Horn of Salvation.” (1) A horn is 
the symbol of power and strength. See 1 Sam. 
2:1; 2 Sam. 22:3. (2) It refers to the horns 
of the altar, to which criminals fled, and were 
spared. Where they found mercy. Christ is 
a horn of salvation to all poor sinners who 
will come to him for mercy and grace. 

The praise we should render to God 
for his visit to us. (1) “Blessed be the Lord 
God of Israel; for he hath visited and redeem- 
ed his people.” (2) “Thanks be unto God for 
his unspeakable gift.’ We should praise him 
with our lips,—let Christ be our song and joy. 
We should praise him by the feeling of the 
heart. By thinking, meditating, by loving him 
with our whole hearts; by making Christ our 
chief delight. By a Christlike life, by doing 
all that Christ would have us do, by keeping 
all his commandments, There is no better way 
to praise God than to abide in Christ and have 
his word abiding in us. 

God help us to learn the sinfulness of abus- 
ing this day, by reveling, sinful practices and 
feasting. What would the heathen say, could 
he understand these, and then see the practice 
of some? God help us all to show a spirit and 
conduct worthy of our high profession. 

To-day we celebrate Christ’s birth, let us do 
sincerely, in love to Jesus our Savior. Receive 
Jesus into your heart by faith in him; and by 
obedience, make some return of love to God for 
his visit of love and mercy to you. May God 
add his blessing. Amen.

Some Thoughts for Us Preachers. 
BY REV. J. PRESSLEY BARRETT, D. D. 


*** We who teach may become so wrapt 
up in our work as to forget that we need to be 
taught that we may the better teach; especial- 
ly may, this be true with reference to spiritual 
truths. There is also danger of laying all the 
stress on the knowledge of the head, rather 
than the knowledge of the heart. It is easier 
to get acquired knowledge than it is to get 
experimental knowledge. Both are needed, 
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and so the one should not take the place of the 
other. Because one is learned in theology, or 
history, or science, or language, it does not 
follow that the same person is also learned in 
heart knowledge. A reported recent incident 
will illustrate my thought in this matter. A 
young theological student heard a young girl 
give in her experience—it was a simple story 
of God’s love and the power of Jesus to save 
the vilest sinner. At the close of the service 
the educated young theologian-approached the 
young girl and expressed surprise that one so 
young should be on the street preaching. Said 
he to her: “How much preparation have you 
had?” “Oh, very little,” the girl modestly re- 
plied, “but I am making the best use of what 
I have.” “Why,” said he, “I have been through 
college, and am now closing my third year. in 
the seminary. I can read the Old Testament 
in Hebrew, and can even repeat the Lord’s 
prayer out of my head in Greek.” Then the 
young girl replied, “Oh, I can do better than 
that; I can say from my heart in English, I 
am saved.” Hebrew and Greek are fine qual- 
ifications for the preaching of the Word of 
God, but I doubt that these can do much for 
the man who cannot say from an experimental 
knowledge what the young girl said, “I am 
saved.” That is the one essential qualification 
in the preaching of the gospel, for though I 
may have the tongues of men and of angels 
and have not. a knowledge of salvation through 
the love of God, I am poorly prepared to 
preach Christ to a lost world. Brethren, let 
us seek to be wise in all good knowledge, but 
let us be sure that we are wise unto salvation 
in Christ. You may know Greek, Hebrew, 
science, philosophy, literature and mathema- 
tics, but let us be sure that we know Christ 
and that he has saved us from our sins. 

*** Again the minister may be a good stu- 
dent; and that is a good thing, if his studies 
be well directed. He cannot do without study- 
ing—he must be a student of the Word of God 
and many other sources of information, but 
still that is not enough. He must not only be 
a good student of the Word of God, but he 
must be a good pray-er. I suspect that the 
greatest weakness in the ministry of the 
twentieth century is the weakness arising out 
of a lack of prayer. Being a good student, 
even being a good worker, cannot make up for 
our lack of prayer. The preacher of the gospel 
must be a praying preacher, if he is to succeed 
in winning men to Christ. Mr. Torrey, the 
man who has under the blessings of God, tak- 
en up the work laid down by Mr. Moody, says: 
“If we would do more pleading with God, we 
would need to do less pleading with men. 
Nights of prayer to God are followed by days 
of power with men, and our failure to arouse 
and move men more largely in our congrega- 
tions is due to our failure to move God, and 
to prevail with him in our closets.” Many men 
aspire to be leaders in the Christian ministry 
Of itself this may not be a bad desire. The 
character of the desire must be determined 
largely by the methods chosen to reach the end 
in view. If we are to take a post-graduate 
course of study to make us a leader, then we 
had better not take it, because a post-graduate 
course of study cannot do that of itself, and 
besides it savors of an unworthy desire for 
leadership. It is all right, and a good thing, 
if one can do so justly, to take a most exten- 
sive course of study as laying a good work; but 
if you wish to be a leader among your brethren 
in the ministry, then get education, but not for 
that purpose. The man who is to be a true 
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leader in the work of the Christian ministry, 
must come to his leadership, not through the- 
ology, but by knee-ology,—he must become a 
leader, through the qualification he gets in 
prayer, for this, and this only can put the 
finishing touches for leadership upon any man 
or woman who is to do work in the Master’s 
vineyard. What is it that has made Mr. Torrey 
himself such a leader in the evangelistic field? 
It is the power of a life of prayer, and I feel 
sure Mr. Torrey would admit the truth of the 
statement were he called on to do so. Indeed 
he attributes the great success of his world- 
wide evangelistic tours to the power of prayer. 
I am sure that we all, as ministers of the gos- 
pel, whether we seek to be leaders or not; need 
the life of prayer that we may succeed in do- 
ing the work that God has for us to do. Breth- 
ren, I deeply regret that I must confess my 


_great need as not having yet been met on this 


point, but I am sure of one thing, and that is, 
if ever I am to serve God’s purpose in giving 
me my being‘and calling me into the Christian 
life, and into the Christian ministry, it will 
be only when I have learned in the school of 
Christ how to pray; for my victories in the 
ministry must come to me through prayer. 
I believe this is true of every true minister of 
Jesus Christ. Not that every one shall have 
the same thing to do, but that our work, what- 
ever it may be, must have the power of God 
resting upon it, and I am sure that the power 
of God can be secured only by a life of real 
prayer. 

*** Along with other thoughts for the 
Christian minister, let me submit a few 
“Don’ts” as of special value, remembering that 
preachers, like other people, are awfully hu- 
man. Each of these “don’ts” is worth more 
than its weight in gold: 

1. Don’t exaggerate—stick to the truth, and 
to that only; 

2. Don’t fool with doubts—cling to your 
faith in God; 

3. Don’t let success spoil’ your humility— 
keep humble at all costs; 

4. Don’t dabble in business ventures—your 
work is in Christ and for Christ—give yourself 
to him and his work, if he has called you; 

5. Don’t snub any one, not even a book- 
agent. You may do harm. Your commission 
says, “Be gentle toward all men.” Treat the 
book-agent well; 

6. Don’t run into ruts—keep in the way and 
in the truth ; 

7. Don’t make long pulpit prayers, but pray 
till victory comes in private, and then we shall 
not need such long prayers before men; 

8. Don’t imitate others—be yourself in 
Christ. 

9. Don’t preach long sermons, unless you 
have a genuine message that is long—in that 
case the Lord will take care of the length; 

10. Don’t be cold—preach a red-hot sermon 
from the heart, and remember you cannot get 
that sort of a sermon at any place except on 
your knees; 

11. Don’t waver in your convictions of 
truth—preach a positive gospel. If there is 
anything men like, it is a preacher who has 
convictions and dares in a kind and loving 
spirit to preach the truth, as he sees it. 

12. Don’t seek to bolster up your ability by 
making excuses. Go ahead and do your best, 
trusting God to take care of your reputation ; 

13. Don’t try to appear learned—try to do 
honest work, and rest your reputation on that 
in the care of the loving Father; 

14. Don’t neglect study, especially the study 
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of God’s Word. I can tell any man how to 
preach successfully : keep full of the Word of 
God and keep filled with the Spirit. With this 
simple rule truly observed, any man of ordi- 
nary culture can preach aceeptably wherever 
God calls him. 


15. Don’t try to read everything that is 
printed. In the first place, you could not do 
it. In the second place, if you could, it could 
not help you to preach Christ and him cruci- 
fied. The finest pipe ever made for music may 
be rendered worthless if filled with a lot of 
trash, but ‘filled with the breath of heaven, its 
music will delight the soul. Don’t try to read 
everything, but seek to get and read the best 
for you. 

16. Don’t draw] out your voice in speaking, 
and don’t scream when you preach. It is said 
too much water stops the mill-wheel, and too 
much noise may drown the sense of what you 
are saying. Be natural. 

17. Don’t go on with your discourse after 
you have finished—let the clatter of the mill 
cease when the corn is ground. 

These don’ts are, not all original with this 
writer, but that need not make them meaning- 
less to the reader.

The Sharp Word.

From the time of Aaron until the days of 
Paul, true prophets have spoken when neces- 
sary, a sharp and cutting word. Sometimes 
the most helpful word to a child is a rebuke; 
the kindest and best word that can be given 
to grown up children is often an unpalatable 
truth. It is comparatively easy to speak 
harshly to an enemy, yet the best men and 
women shrink from stating a disagreeable fact 
to a friend. 

We generally know friends, but are seldom 
sympathetically acquainted with enemies; 
therefore we should be far more free to reprove 
our friends than our enemies. Reproof should 
always have for. a basis unfeigned love, and 
its purpose should be to cure, and not to 
wound or kill. Vertebrata are the highest de- 
veloped of animals; and our environments 
ought to have something of firmness, stability 
and solidity. But our modern Sunday-school 
musie abounds in churchly rag-time airs and 
artful little sentimentalities in words. The 
younger generation have these ditties which 
fortunately will scarcely exist through a dozen 
repetitions, dinned in their ears. Because of 
the innate goodness of human nature, bestow- 
ed by a far-seeing Creator, our young people 
rise above these jingling tunes to an apprecia- 
tion of “Bethany,” “Dennis,” “Italy”—grand 
old hymns that have foundations resting in 
real religion and real music. In our form of 
church government, our positions as ministers 
depend on the good will of the laymen. Shall 
we please the laymen by sermons that are com- 
posed of little catchy airs that start nowhere 
and arrive at the same place, or shall we try 
to be inspired with-the power of the great 
Father? 

“Reprove, rebuke, exhort,’ wrote the old 
prophet who is an up-to-date preacher; and 
you remember how he said it was to be done. 
This does not refer to the spirit exhibited too 
often when Catholics rail at Protestants, and 
Protestants harshly condemn all Catholics; 
when Trinitarians call Unitarians infidels, and 
Unitarians call Trinitarians bigots. What 
does all that amount to save that Christ is 
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crucified afresh and the needing world is neg- 
lected? Oh, for the time when Catholics can 
see the faults of Catholics, when we “Chris- 
tians” can see our own mistakes and desire 
to improve, when the rafters in our own eyes 
can be seen and recognized by ourselves! 

The same thing can be used for entirely dif- 
ferent purposes, as a knife in the hands of a 
surgeon, and that same knife in the hands of 
an assassin. ‘

Cynthiana.—At the annual session of the 
Southern Indiana and_ Illinois Conference, 
held at Bethsaida church in September of 1902, 
a resolution was. passed, creating a committee 
on church extension, to work in harmony with 
the local mission board. This committee was 
instructed to establish at least one church in 
some town or city “within our conference 
within the coming conference year.” Some of 
the members of the committee counseled to- 
gether concerning a suitable place to begin 
work. Haubstadt, Ind., being a town of some 
five hundred population, with but one church, 
and that 4 Roman Catholic, and certain non- 
Catholic Christians there, earnestly desiring a 
church in which they might worship, was se- 
lected by Clarence Defur, a member of the 
committee referred to, and pastor of New Lib- 
erty and Cynthiana churches, near by, where 
he would make special effort to put a church. 
As the support of New Liberty church was 
quite necessary in order to meet with success, 
the enterprise was placed before that body for 
its official endorsement. Previous to this, 
preaching services had been commenced in the 
public school building. The pastor of New 
Liberty went to Haubstadt and preached in 
the afternoon of one Sunday out of each 
month, preaching also morning and evening at 
his regular charge. New Liberty church, in 
regular business session, voted to put a church 
building in Haubstadt. Brethren Woorley 
and Lynn, of the Mission Board of the Chris- 
tian church, having passed through these com- 
munities, encouraged the people to push the 
enterprise, even signifying that financial help 


would probably come frem the Mission Board. 
New Liberty church, in harmony with her offi- 
cial action, proceeded to elect three trustees 
for the Haubstadt building. Those chosen 
were ID. A. Epperson, George Sqitz and Elmer 
Carter. ° This board organized, making D. A. 
Epperson president, Elmer Carter secretary,

and George Seitz treasurer. ‘These men at 
once proceeded in a legal way with the con- 
struction of the building. Bro. George Seitz, 
being a resident of the town, was given direct 
control. In laying off the town originally, the 
owner of the land set apart two lots, one to be 
used by the Catholics, on which a house of 
worship was to be erected, and the other by 
Protestants. This lot had been unappro- 
priated up to this time. Our people took legal 
possession of it and began the building. So 
far the Catholic people have expressed them- 
selves only in the friendliest way towards our 
enterprise. Protestant people of the town, 
without regard to denomination, have labored 
with us. After the passage of a number of 
months, during which New Liberty’s _ pastor, 
Clarence Defur, had preached on Sunday after- 
noons as above mentioned, the church officially 
set apart the second Sunday of each month, 
both morning and evening, in which preaching 
services were to be conducted at Haubstadt, in- 
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stead of at New Liberty. The church thus gave 
one-half of its time to mission work. The 
attendance at the services is very good in both 
numbers and interest. An excellent Sunday. 
school was conducted during the public school 
vacation. The church building has an audi- 
torium with ample seating capacity for a town 
of the population. There is a baptistry, base. 
ment and choir platform; also, there are two 
vestibules and two smaller rooms to be used 
for Sunday-school purposes when needed, and 
for robing rooms. The basement is well 
drained and the house substantially built. 
The brethren have done well. The house is an 
honor to the town, and the enterprise as a 
whole calculated to accomplish great things 
for the cause of the Christians and others for 
the cause of Christ. The building was dedi. 
cated November 13th, the-pastor preaching the 
sermon.—* * *

We left here at six 
o'clock and traveled 15 miles by train, seven 
miles by horse-car (old-fashioned type), and 
seven miles on shank’s horses, reaching [wade- 
yama at about ten o’clock. We spent the after- 
noon in calling, and the evening in preaching. 
The meeting was not so well attended as is 
usually the case at Iwadeyama,‘still we had 
about seventy-five adults, and an after-meeting. 
Next morning we meandered over to Wakuya, 
twenty miles away. This was myefirst visit to 
Wakuva for three and a half years. This has 
been in Miss True’s field hitherto, but now I 
am to visit it for work among the men. 


I can’t compare our meeting there with con- 
ditions of former times, since.I am not in a 
position to know about the former times. But 
we did a lot of calling and had a good meeting, 
and the conditions seemed to indicate that 
Miss True and Mr. Kitano have been working 
hard there. We had to get home early the next 
morning again, so we left Wakuya that night 
for Kogota, the nearest railway station, get: 
ting to bed about 11:30, and crawling out for 
the five o’clock train next morning. One fea- 
ture of this trip was the fact that at about 
eleven o’clock at night the hotel proprietor 
came in and handed us a newspaper, saying, 
“Perhaps you er like to see to-morrow 
morning’s paper.” Talk about hustling the 
East! Why, the East could hustle the West. 
Here we were, an hour’s ride from Sendai, 
eleven p. m., October Ist, reading the Sendai 
paper of October 2d. Can you beat that? And 
we read the identical sheet that was delivered 
at our house the next morning after we arrived 
in Sendai. 

We had our usual Sunday services, and, by 
the way, we have changed our midweek prayer- 
meeting to Friday night, so that we can go 
on our trips Monday, and come back Friday, 
thus avoiding that Sunday morning return. 
Well, we had our Sunday services morning, 


‘afternoon and evening. On Monday came two 


classes, and a farewell meeting in the evening 
for one of our departing people, and I got on 
the night train, reaching Utsunomiya Tues- 
5 a. m., and setting out again at 1:30 
p. m., reached Tokyo at 4:30 p. m., and came 
back to Sendai Wednesday, getting here at 10 
p.m. The next morning I set out for Ichinose- 
ki, taught two hours in the school, held a Bible 
class and preached in the evening, and left the 
next morning for home, on the 5:30 train. and 
am here yet. I had expected to spend three 


onaries, home or for- | 





or four days up’in that section, but Mrs. Me- 
Cord and Serald are having so much throat 
trouble that I felt the need of getting back 
at once. I am not sure that I will go out (into 
the outfield) at all this week. Possibly I may 
go up to Matsukawa’s for a couple of days. 
Next week Kitano San and I are to spend five 
days in the Ishinomaki district. I am to have 
regular Bible ciasses once in two weeks at 
Ichinoseki, Tswkidate and Wakuya,, ° aside 
from my Sendai classes.

Methods and Aims of Bible Study. 

BY OLIVER W. POWERS, D.D., COLUMBUS, OHIO. 

We are a Bible people, so-called, and yet we 
must be painfully conscious of not living up 
to our privilege as Bible lovers who declare the 
Bible is the only creed, and claim to be 
guided by it alone in all matters of faith and 
discipline. Surely we should be placing posi- 
tive, and not negative, emphasis upon this part 
of our principles. I fear that some of us have 


‘no creed but the Bible, and very little of that; 


that some have not considered it necessary to 
study other books, and consequently have never 
developed the power of appreciation and ap- 
propriating the One Book. 

There is certainly need of putting emphasis 
on the study of the Rible. There is plenty of 
reverence left for our sacred writings, plenty 
of sentiment yet. Few there are comparative- 
ly who profess to disbelieve the inspired mes- 
Sage, but it needs to have greater power in the 
lives, and in the churches. 


Perhaps it will be sufficiently accurate if: 


we divide Bible study into three classes: exe- 
getical, critical, devotional. By exegetical I 
mean the study of words and sentences, and 
the interpretation of whole books, that is com. 
monly made the task of the preacher and teach- 
er. This is about the only kind of study that 
is common. It ought to be more common in- 
deed, and more thorough. It is something, if 
the preachers and Sunday-school teachers will 
give some attention to the message they are 
supposed to deliver. I fear, however, that this 
comprises the greater part of the study of the 
sacred text. The preacher has the necessity 
laid upon him to get a sermon. Perhaps he 
gets his subject, and goes to the Bible for a 
text. More often, let us hope, he seeks light 
at first-hand from the book, and gives out the 
message that he gleans. 

It is the same with the teacher who must pre- 
pare the Sunday-school lesson, the leader of a 
Christian Endeavor meeting, or whoever 
handles the Bible in public. This is better 
than nothing. There is much study ana much 
assimilation of Bible truth which otherwise 
would not be had. But it is all in pursuance of 
a set task. It is not seeking the truth for its 
own sake. I may confess as a painful expe 
rience that I fotlowed the custom for years, 
having no one to tell me any better, of simply 
treating the Bible as a storehouse of texts, as 
a mine of sermons and lessons and talks, never 
studying it for its own sake, nor for my own 
soul’s sake, but for the sake of the task that 


was set me. Sermon making and teaching thus 
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become a grind. There is nothing more weary- 
ing for the preacher than attempting thus to 
fill up the measure of his task day by day. 

By all means let us prepare ourselves for our 
work. Let preachers and teachers stick to the 
word. Let us dig at the meaning of words, 
and verses, and chapters, and books. Let us 
study the biography of the saints of the holy 
record. Let us master the book as teachers 
should, and let us train up good Christians to 
a familiarity with the word. Let us use com- 
mentaries and lesson helps, but not lean too 
much upon them. 

But in addition to this work for the task 
in hands, we should encourage a larger study 
of the book, that we may be better assured of 
its character, its purpose, and its composition. 

While it is true that no amount of study 
about the Bible can make us Bible students, 
and that n& amount of historic and critical in- 
formation can of itself become a means of 
grace, it is yet true that we need to be well in- 
formed concerning the critical methods and re- 
sults. 

The American Revision is replacing the 
time-honored version our fathers read and lov- 
ed. The young people are asking, Why? They 
will soon be asking the ministers why they 
hesitate so long about using it themselves. 

Some pastors cling to the old version, and 
refuse to handle the new. These could not give 
a coherent account of the tongues in which the 
book was written, nor how they came to be 
turned into English, nor by whom. These seem 
to think that somehow the old words, the 
divisions into chapters and _ verses, the head- 
ings of the chapters and verses, the punctua- 
tion marks, and Usher’s chronology are all 
holy, and that any change in them is sacrilege. 

But the young of our time are intelligent; 
they read. The information that there are 
variations in the text, even in the original 


tongues, that there are interpolations and 
omissions and contradictions and _  discrep- 


ancies cannot be kept from them. 

What is the result if the ministry and the 
Sunday-school teachers ignore these things, 
and respond with a “Hush” to these questions? 

Fear is expressed in some quarters that we 
will cause unrest and disturbance if we hint 
that the world was not made in six twenty- 
four days, or that Moses may not have written 
all. of the Pentateuch with his own hand, or 
that 1 John 5:7 is an interpolation, or that 
John 8:3-11 is not found in the oldest manu- 
We will cause much more unrest and 
disturbance if we do not inform ourselves upon 
these questions, so that we may be able to 
show to those who find difficulties with their 
Bibles that these things are neither strange 
nor unlooked for in the holy books, and that 
indeed such things are just what should be 
expected of a real book, which was given to the 
world through the instrumentality of men who 
could not divest themselves of the attributes 
of humanity, even though they were breathed 
upon by the Holy Spirit. 

It is a strange thing that some will accuse 
men who point out such facts as these, of en- 
deavoring to find fault with the Bible, and to 
discredit the sacred writings. They do not 
seem to understand that these results come 
not from a desire to cast reflection upon the 
Bible, but simply from’ efforts to determine 
what the Bible is, or rather to discover the real 
3ible. And it further does not seem to dawn 


scripts. 


upon them that a mark of the human element 
in the Book, so far from being a defect in it, 
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may be just the one thing needful to establish 
a sense of the reality of the experience that 
produced it. The Bible a real book, written 
by living men, during the progress of a real 
historical movement, containing a record of 
a real human experience—this is what we need 
to recognize as we handle the sacred writings. 
And so conceiving it, we have an answer ready 
for the devout inquirer or the restless youth, 
who marvels at apparently unexplainable dif- 
ficulties 6f the holy Book. 


I do not mean that we must aim to make 
critical Bible students in our Sunday-schools, 
or dwell often and painfully on a variation 
here, and an inaccuracy there, until the atten- 
tion becomes diverted from the message which 
the book is intended to bring to us. But I do 
mean that ministers and Sunday-school teach- 
ers should endeavor to be well enough ground- 
ed in the common principles of Biblical criti- 
cism that they need not be frightened: at the 
more common difficulties which are likely to 
occur to the ordinary reader, nor be obliged to 
attempt to choke off inquiry with the reminder 
that it is irreverent and irreligious to regard 
the Bible as literature at all, but as something 
supernatural and apart from the products of 
human intelligence and impulse, and to be ac- 
cepted solely on faith in its every part, without 
questioning or discussion. 


And something of the reasons for conclus- 
ions reached by scholars should be understood. 
When talking with a Sunday-school superin- 
tendent abéut a certain passage of scripture, 
which had received a radically different trans- 
lation in the new version from that which was 
given in the King James, he said, “I suppose 
after all, that it is a mere matter of opinion, 
is it not?” He had been so taught, indeed, 
that these things were matters of opinion or 
preference. I replied that it was not at all a 
matter of opinion, but simply a question of 
evidence, and that in most cases it was over- 
whelming evidence that produced any change 
in the translation of the Scripture from that 
to which we had been accustomed.

ANNUAL CONFERENCE ADDRESS. 


[Delivered by Rev. W. L. Swope, presi- 
dent Southern Ohio Conference, and pub- 
lished by reqtest.] 


Conference has again come in its eighty- 
fifth annual return, bringing gladness 
and.sorrow, hope and anticipation, mixed 
with disappointment, success and failure. 
We are glad for various reasons; some 
because of a degree of success, others be- 
cause another year’s struggle is over and 
we are one: year’s journey nearer home; 
glad because God has blessed our labor, 
and we have been mid-wives at the birth 
of souls into our Father’s kingdom, wel- 
comed souls into the light of Christian 
day; glad because we are permitted to 
meet once more in annual conference to 
complete the year’s work, exchange greet- 
ings, and gather inspiration and buoy- 
ancy for another year’s work; glad be- 
cause God has been gracious to us and 
has not broken our ranks since last we 
met. 


Sadness also reigns in our lives to-day 
for various reasons. All, no doubt, are 
tad because we have not accomplished 
our heart’s desire; because the world 
seems to ridicule our message and ignore 
our most earnest efforts, appeals and ex- 
hortations for salvation. Some are sad 
because of pecuniary circumstances; sal- 
ary poor, and that not paid; debts, obli- 
gations and promises made and not able 
to meet them; winter unprovided for and 
no place to work; some perhaps sad for 
the loss of loved ones, and others for 
other reasons. But we should not be sad 
only for our sins and the sins of others, 
for we are held up with hope;. that hope 
that inspires, builds up, and is not 
ashamed; that hope that reaches within 
the veil, that anchors the soul, endures 
trials, withstands temptation, loves its 
neighbor as itself and exercises the Gol- 
den Rule; trusts through evil as well as 
ae report, and will some day end in 


Tuition. But we should lay aside our 
troubles, strip’ us of all matter for- 
eign to our work, and stand as one 


man in defense-of truth; stand firm to- 
gether, bound with the iron band of re- 
Sponsibility and care, knowing nothin 
among us but Christ and him crucified. 
Matters weighty and grave, pertaining 
to the immortal; matters relating to 
's plan of perfecting the world and 
saving it; the only matter of importance 
and of great moment and weight falls 
heavily upon us now. The.weight of such 
knowledge makes the stoutest frame 
tremble, the steadiest nerve shake, and 
the boldest to ery, God be merciful and 
help us; Save men, our watchword; and 
“st without Christ, our ery. 
We should awaken; our Father’s bes* 





ness requires haste; no time to delay. 
As we are few in number, we have no 
time to devour eachother with severe 
criticisms or to judge each other’s mo- 
tive hastily; no time for idle speculation 
or foolish jesting. The world is as yet in 
wickedness, and as Christ’s ambassadors, 
upon us the blood of many unwarned and 
unsaved rests. 

We are here to lay plans, discuss prob- 
lems, and further our common cause; not 
visiting nor on our vacation, but to 
work; I hope we have not anticipated rest 
and recreation alone. but a few days of 
solid work and earnest endeavor to stim- 
ulate us for the coming year. We should 
make conference a field of blossoms from 
which we gather (like the bee) sweets 
for winter’s honey, and we can do this 
only by putting forth every , effort in 
whatever line we are called to work. For 
this purpose alone I have prepared my 
address, and as we are preachers of right- 
eousness, we are expected to preach the 
truth, and nothing but the truth, and we 
need to have our pure minds stirred up 
upon this point. 

We are to preach God’s Word, Christ’s 
gospel, just as it is, and not speculate 
upon what it might mean or how it is to 
be fulfilled. Preach the Word; be instant 
in season and out of season, remember- 
ing the solemn and awful truth given in 
Revelation, “If any man shall add unto 
these things, God shall add unto him the 
plagues written in this book. And if any 
man shall take away, God shall take 
away his part out of the Holy City, and 
from the things which dre written in 
this book.” Preach plain, untarnished 
truth, just as God gives, without modifi- 
cation to suit the tender and weak-spir- 
ited; neither undue extravagance to meet 
the urgent demands of extreme cases— 
just plain truth. Jesus called some hypo- 
crites, liars, back-biters, sooth-sayers, 
and any other name that explained their 
true condition, not fearing what they 
might do unto him, only fearing to offend 

Ought we to be less plain or any 
more hidden than he? No; if a man is a 
sinner and we know it, tell him so; but 
do it in love; let us speak plainly the 
things that God dictates. The age and 


conditions demand it, and demand it at 
our hands. Society is rotten; politics al- 
ready stinketh in an advanced state of 


putrefaction, while commerce and trade 
wax bold in their efforts at gain; sab- 
bath desecration is a fad, and lewdness a 
cesspool into which the present gener- 
ation is heedlessly plunging without 
thought of results, living only in the sat- 
isfaction of present demands of flesh. 
These conditions and more confront us 
to-day, and what are we doing to change 
or hinder them? Are our voices heard 
against them? Do your members dance? 
If so, do you try to show where it is irre- 
ligious- 2» do you advocate it by your 
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silence and soften its sin by merely pass- 
ing it by? Brethren, this is injuring our 
cause; it is having its damning influence 
in church and society, and we need not 
expect our Zion to prosper with this evil 
remaining in it. Preach against it; 
stand firm for the right; speak plain, 
positive ‘truth. 


There are other small sins practiced by 
church members that make for Satan 
rather than Christ—flinch, authors, 
dominoes, eucher, and many other pass- 
time games. Did I say pass-time? Oh, 
fudge! Waste-time, more than waste- 
time. No propagation of morals, devel- 
oping of intellects, nor begetting of wis- 
dom in the practice of waste-time games. 
No person has ever yet climbed to moral 
notoriety, through flinch; no man has 
ever climbed to honor through progres- 
sive eucher; neither has man ever climb- 
ed to sublime heights of majestic thought 


nor entered fields of pure aggression 
through the medium of waste-time 
games. How simple to talk of pass-time 


in this age of thought and progression, 
when there is so much to do and so much 
to learn—so many golden opportunities 
for improvement. The young man or 
woman who has no higher aspiration 
than mere pass-time should be preached 
to, talked to, and prayed for. Brother 
preacher, fight these conditions manfully, 
but be careful not to make them a hobby 
to ride on, but present them in forceful 
language and show their rottenness; dis- 
tinguish between the church and _ the 
world. Be bold to declare the whole 
council of God and leave results with 
him. Ball—private ball, public ball, 
national ball, and Sunday base ball, and 
some day a big bawl for merey. Some 
people say that good people go to Sun- 


day base-ball games; others.say Sun- 
day ball is a necessity for rest and 
recreation. If this is so, the sight is 


sadder yet, and conditions more deplor- 
able, and greater the necessity of our 
hearty co-operation and plain, practical 
preaching.- People may be good who 
break the sabbath in this manner, but 
one thing is sure: they are not good 
Christians. Let us preach against it, 
though we lose our salary; preach against 
itthough we lose our head; preach against 
it, or we may lose our identity as Chris- 
tian ministers, or, like Paul, after we 
have preached to others, we may be a 
cast-away. There is a greatdemand to-day 
for an easy religion, one that will admit 
of a deal in a bucket shop or a mad 
plunge into commercial channels, wine 
at dinner tables, eucher in parlors, or a 
basted turkey just at preaching hour on 
Sunday, a little swearing, visiting Punch 
and Judy shows, and putting large po- 
tatoes on top of a barrel for market; 
living on our neighbors’ industry and 
economy, and praying for him on Sun- 
day; a religion that don’t believe in for- 
eign missions, has a dime for home mis- 
sions, and a ten-dollar bill for campaign 
fund; a religion that will vote for the 
devil rather than principle; license a sa- 
loon for public tax and pray for tem- 
perance with stentorian voice on Sun- 
day—in short, a religion that can co 
with the world, embrace all society fads, 
and walk in political rahks without a 
blush, 


Brethren, is each voice heard 


against 
these things? 


Do we declare the whole 
truth regardless of public sentiment? 
Our responsibility as ambassadors of 
truth should enable us to stand upon the 
authority of God and declare unhesitat- 
ingly the whole law regardless of what 
man can do or say. The time for relig- 
ion in the home seems to be past. Parents 
depend upon sabbath-school teachers, su- 
perintendents and pastors to teach theirs 
the way of life. The mother has too 
many cares and society crazes to teach 
the child of Christ; father too much en- 
grossed in business or clubs. to even 
know his own on the street; too many 
cares, too many things of more impor- 
tance than teaching the child about 
Christianity. 

Brethren, the load is getting heavier 
every day. More and more are they load- 
ing the ministry with responsibility; 
more and more are we expected to stand 
alone and fight the evil-one; more and 
more are we expected to build the son’s 
character and save the daughter’s virtue; 
to. keep society pure, the home pure, and 
the ehurch pure. The millionaire curses 
the ministry for the downfall of his son, 
while the society lady heaps impreca- 
tions and slander upon the church for her 
daughter’s lewdness. In fact, the church 
is blamed to-day for all loss of character 
and virtue in society. How often do we 
hear from churchmen, and ministers also, 
that if the church had done its duty, 
such things would not exist. This may 
be so, and if it is, it is because we have 
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failed to declare the whole gospel story. 
God help us to be bold as lions and harm- 
less as doves; to declare it all, though 
the heavens fall. We may be called to 
stand at the open mouth of a gaping 
hell to declare against all forms of evil. 
Be firm; if God be for us, who can be 
against us? But we often strain at a 
gnat and swallow a camel. 


Intemperance is a crime and an evil 
that threatens us all, and should be 
wiped out of existence. But there are 
supposed lesser evils that no cry is raised 
against. There are thousands of men 
and women annually losing their prin- 
ciple and standing because of liquor. It 
is also true that thousands of our noble 
and innocent daughters lose their virtue 
and virginity in the midnight buggy ride, 
and no ery is raised against it. True, 
thousands of homes are made miserable 
annually through the influence of the sa- 
loon, and we cry.against it; and thou- 
sands of homes are made a veritable hell 
through unlawful marriage, hasty mar- 
riage, matrimony without visible means 
of support; issuing license to habitual 
drunkards, the epileptic, the consumptive, 
and all manner of diseased uniting in 
bonds of holy matrimony, bringing chil- 
dren into the worid already full of dis- 
ease and death, causing more real sor- 
row and misery and suffering than liquor; 
yet we are silent, Men sell liquor to in- 
crease their finance and establish a com- 
mercial rating. Women who work in fac- 
tory and counting-house for a mere pit- 
tance must sell their virtue or woman- 
hood to maintain their social relation, 
yet the church raises no cry against the 
oppression of the shop girl. Thousands 
of children are put in factories to do 
shop work, thus depriving them of the 
advantages of school, breeding thieves, 
law-breakers, criminals and anarchists, 
and the Christian world says nothing. 
Often in our parlors gamblers are born 
in little games of chance, thieves are 
made, and in the degeneracy of our lives 
the seed of sin is often unconsciously 
and unceremoniously sown that poisons 
future generations. The Probate Judge 
will ask a dozen questions, tracing your 
genealogy; not one about your moral 
character. The parent demands of you, 
in. asking a daughter’s hand, some visible 
means of support; not a question about 
your religious belief. The school director 
asks a hundred questions to determine 
your ability to teach his child’s head; 
not one in reference to teaching its heart. 
We. preach temperance, give annual re- 
ports of death made by drink, and yet 
more lives are lost, hearts crushed, and 
homes destroyed through commercial’s 
selfish channel than by liquor alone, and 
but little it said. 

Brethren, let us take the undiscussed . 
evils, give them a good airing, and 
perhaps we may find the source of the 
commoner ones. The question now pre- 
sents itself, How do we preach? It has 
been well said that it is not so much 
what we say as how we say it. Do we 
study our prepared message that we may 
know the most forceful way of present- 
ing it? That we may emphasize the 
truths in such a way as to impress them 
best? A, determined look, an emphatic 
gesture, a smile, a frown, may each have 
their place in our homilies. To be a 
minister of Christ means something; it 
means more than a mere living or sup- 
port of our families, more than an occu- 
pation. We are not our own. God has 
chosen us. Other men have a right to 
change professions; we have not. Others 
have a privilege of choice; we have not. 
Others have a right to superannuate or 
retire from business; we have not. Others 
have a privilege of more than one busi- 
nesS or occupation; we most certainly 
have not. If we are called to preach the 
gospel we have no time to trade,horses, 
sell medicine, run farms, or threshing 
machinery. If there is any business in 
all the world that requires all our time, 


surely *tis our Master’s business. Per- 
haps we think too much of making 
money and gathering wealth as other 


men. The world can’t distinguish be-. 
tween ministers and laymen in execu- 
tion of life. The world buys and sells; 
so do we. The world .scares price cur- 
rents; so do we. The world lays down 
its religion on leaving the sanctuary. We 
do that way too much, Brethren, let 
us awaken to honor our high calling with 
every effort and activity we possess. 
tive all to God. Do our work as best we 
can, we have done so little. Never a 
time, perhaps, in all our conference his- 
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sometimes right. There is an injunction 
to prep to. meet thy God. Brethren,

tory that demanded a more earnest, con- 
secreted, untiring effort than now. - The 
cloud hangs heavy and dark over us; 
contrary winds are blowing, driving us 
upon the shoals or making our progress 
slow and hard. 


The secretary informs me that we have 
only twenty-two ministers in our ranks, 
all told. Of these, some are old and in- 
firm, not able for the active duties of a 
minister. Many have passed the meridan 
of their ministry, and one, perhaps, just 
‘at the crossing. Ah, so much to do, 
brethren; hurry, men are dying, souls are 
rushing to judgment unprepared. Oh, 
how busy Jesus was, going about doing 
good,—persecuted, spit upon, ridiculed, 
and derided, hunted like a criminal with 
no place to lay his head; yet ever strug- 
gled on to save the world. The greatest 
mission given.to men; yet ours is no less 
great. Jesus gave the example in humil- 
ity, in sacrifice, in labor, in suffering and 
teaching, and in all ways in which we are 
to work. In him we are to live and move 
and have our sufficiency; our bread and 
meat of our life. He, the true mission- 
ary; we the dispensers of the same great 
light. And here, no doubt, is where we 
fail. We have not the real missionary 
spirit, and are not enthusiastic —- 
in missions. Our Christianity is strictly 
missionary, and we should not only 
preach it, but live it. When we get the 
mission fire, our churches will get it. We 
need not expect a -missionary church 
when the pastor is either careless and in- 
different or ignores it all together. 
Neither ‘can we expect to prosper until 
we take up more fully this work. ’Tis 
the important question of the church; 
upon it hangs our life. Without it, we 
die; with it, we live and accomplish. No 
use evading this question longer; it must 
be met and answered. The blood and 
sacrifice’ of the Son of God laid the foun- 
dation. The blood and sacrifice of church- 
es and ministers will build thereon. This 
is one thing we are glad to report in our 
ennual address; the growth and en- 
thusiasm in missions, especially in the 
Woman’s Board. Thank God for an ear- 
nest, zealous and efficient board of eager, 
determined women in our lead. For I feel 
they are leading us to mission fields, 
both home and foreign, and would to God 
that Southern Ohio would send a mis- 
sionary each year to foreign lands to car- 
ry our glorious gospel message of life 
and salvation to others. We can do it 
if we try. We have the talent, the 
money, and the blessed privilege. What 
we want is the Spirit. Nothing impos- 
sible with God, and nothing impossible 


with man when God is with him. Some 
other thi are necessary to our success, 
and I will name a few: 


1. A better consecration. We all need 
this, no doubt. It would drive from us 
the desire to leave our field for better 
feeding, resign our position for better 
wages, slandering others in order to get 
their place, underbidding a brother or 
negotiating with half a dozen places at 
once that we may have choice as to whom 
and where we preach. A better consecra- 
tion would insure a_ better preach 
and a _ better preparation for preach- 
ing and a_ better devotion to the 
cause of salvation; opening our eyes that 
we might see as great necessity of saving 
the beggar in his rags as_ the king on 
his throne. A. more consecrated life 
would lead us into the hovel, into the gar- 
ret, and into the slums as well as into 
the more pleasant homes. The love of 
honor or notoriety will take us _ into 
pleasant society, but it takes the grace 
of God to carry us into dirt, filth and 
illiteracy to pray and exhort. The love 
of money will enable us to hug the rich 
and influential, but it takes the love of 
God and of souls to strengthen us to 
raise the fallen and mix with the lower 
class. A certain class never go to public 
worship because tod r to dress for it; 
no doubt they long for a better life and 
a better society. Yet they are in a meas- 
ure shunned, and finally they become 
hardened and lost. We should seek this 
class and carry the beautiful message to 
them and encourage them, remembering 
Christ died for them. 

2. A better preparation is necessary. 
We seem to think if God calls us_ to 
preach he will furnish the message. This 
is in a sense true, but in another sense 
*tis not. A man that is too indolent or 
indifferent to prepare himself, God is 
afraid to trust him with much of a mes- 
sage, and usually his mouth is filled with 
wind. 

Our libraries are too small; we spend 
too little for books; don’t read enough, 
nor burn enough midnight oil in our 
search for knowledge. Brother, you can’t 
preach unless you prepare. This is evi- 
denced from the fact of moving or chang- 
ing work every year. Certain classes of 
farmers move about every year; nobody 
wants them; they have neither equip- 
ment nor will,—the few old hens cross 
their legs every spring to be tied, ready 
to move. You need not ask why, 
neither need you ask why a preacher 
takes his little bundle of old worn-out 


sermons every year to conference, ready 


to move. Sometimes it may be necessary, 


if we want to hold our place, we must 
prepare to meet our people. Not only are 
we to pore over books and manuscripts, 
but we are to tarry at Jerusalem until 
endued with power from above to ‘de- 
liver our message. The man that don’t 
pray over his sermons need not expect 
a good hearing nor God’s blessing. We 
are supposed to use good language, proper 
diction and correct pronunciation. 

The ten-year-olds of our pry a tion 
laugh at our crooked speech, ridicule our 
letters, and mock our spelling. I re- 
ceived a postal from a minister, and when 
the postmaster handed me it, I blushed 
and quickly thrust it into my pocket. 
There were six lines of it, and eleven 
words misspelled. Perhaps it is not pos- 
sible for ally to attend’ school, but it is 
possible that we need not be a disgrace 
to our calling. Prepare, keep pace with 


‘the age, trot along with progression. 


Again we are to know the Scripture. 
More and more do I believe in plain Bible 
preaching. Easy to flower and soar and 
paint, but it takes prayerful Bible study 
to preach plain practical sermons. A 
preacher came into my congregation, and 
was invited to preach, which he did; and 
declared that Peter was not at Pente- 
cost and many other wild and ridiculous 
blunders that were calculated to mislead 
and confuse the minds of his hearers. Too 
many preaching that ought to be plow- 
ing. Too many posing as Rev. that ought 
to be »osing for pictures for rogue’s gal- 
lernes. The man that don’t want to pre- 
pare had better step down and out. Let 
~~ committee on ministry look well to 
this. 

In the language of one, let us not fear 
for our religion; her deep foundation is 
laid securely in the ideal nature of man. 
If all churches were swept away and all 
Bibles abolished, the principles of religion 
would stand firm, and would again find 
foundation in the world of men. She has 
the root of her life in the eternal hunger 
of man for fellowship and for God. She 
is secure beyond all cavil of the higher 
or of the lower criticism. 

Yes, oe stands the final granite 
that upholds the continent of man’s 
changeful thought and the sea of fluent 
emotion. Sweep away all sacred writ- 
ings, and all temples,» and still there 
would be left a safe path for the soul 
through the universe. Still would virtue 
save, and spiritual facts persist.

In de- 
termining what theological doc- 
trines to believe, most people, most 
young ministers, search commen- 
taries, creeds, encyclopedias, and 
the disquisitions of distinguished 
theologians; or attend some. sem- 
inary, to be taught the doctrines 
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handed down by the fathers. In 
this way they become mere par- 
rots, repeating without under- 
standing the technical words and 
phrases they have been taught. He 
went straight to the Word of God, 
read it carefully, diligently, and 
understandingly; believed it and 
taught it, regardless of the ques- 
tion whether it agreed or disagreed 
with the doctrines that were 
taught in the schools or in the 
catechism. Such- careful study of 
the Scriptures, such faith in their 
statements, such reliance on the 
illumination of the Holy Spirit, 
and such independence and assur- 
ance in proclaiming boldly and 
confidently the truths he. learned 
there, are seldom found in any age, 
or in any man. While reading his 
doctrinal articles, that he pub- 
lished half a century ago in the 
Christian Palladium, I often think, 
What a careful, intelligent, thor- 
ough student of his Bible he must 
have been. 

I sincerely hope no young Chris- 
tian minister will go out to preach 
the gospel until he has read that 
book, and considered well the doc- 
trines he taught in his doctrinal 
writings. They will not only in- 
struct him doctrinally, .but will 
show him how to read, and how to 
handle the Word of God. 

There is yet one characteristic 
of his writings that is well worthy 
of notice. His statements are made 
in well chosen, appropriate words; 
are never ambiguous, or of doubt- 
ful meaning; are often eloquent in 
thought with no effort at display 
or rhetorical effect. The book is 
well calculated to exert a whole- 
some and enduring influence over 
the ministry of the Christian 
Church, and also over those who, 
on account of the ignorance of our 
principles and spirit, stand aloof, 
er antagonize its progress and suc- 
cess.

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shows above the cloud the vision of an 
old man, supposedly God himself. This 
violation of the second commandment 
should not be placed before children, nor 
before adults. We should not make any 
likeness of God. * * * Plockhorst’s picture 
of “Mary and John” represents Mary in 
the-costume of a sister of charity; which 
is of doubtful wisdom. This occurs oppo- 
site the letter M. : 

Opposite the letter P Franz Molitor’s 
picture of “The Prodigal Son” shows a 
beautiful conception of the’ father. 

Opposite the letter R Gustav Richter’s 
picture of “The Raising of Jairus’ Daugh- 
ter” shows a face of the Christ that is 
incomparably more worthy than most. 
There are seen character, intellectuality 
and. physical beauty; the things so often 
lacking in the pictures of the Christ.

JACOB ROHR was bern at Hagerstown, 
in the state of Maryland, July 14, 1820, and 
died at his home in Madrid, lowa, November 
the 24th, 1904, aged 84 years, 4 months and 
10 days. His parents died when he was 
eight years old and he was adopteu into the 
family of a man named VanHorn, with whom 
he moved from his native state to Darke 
county, Ohio, when he was twelve years old. 
Here he remained and worked on a farm 
until 1537 at which date he moved to Wells 
county, Indiana, and commenced deing for 
himself. It was in this county that he be- 
came acquainted with Miss Mary Harvey, and 
in 1839 they were united in marriage, and to 
them were born three sons and six daugb- 
ters. About the time of his mar- 
riage, Mr. Rohr became. the owner 
of a farm in Wells county, Indiana and there 
followed his chosen occupation of farming, 
by which he soon became one of the prosper- 
ous men of the county. It was while they 
lived here that Mr. and Mrs. Rohr became 
members of the Christian church. In 1855 
Mr. Rohr sold his farm and moved to Iowa 
and settled in Polk county, four miles south 
of Madrid, where he bought a tract of wild 
land which he improved, making it both val- 
uabie and attractive. On the 9th of Septem- 
ber, 1856, the Christian church was organized 
in Madrid by Rev. A, D. Kellison, with seven 
members. These were Mr. and Mrs. Rohr, 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Stover, Mrs. Ware, Mrs. 
All of these char- 
ter members are now dead, Mr. Rohr being 
the last one to pass away. He held a con- 
tinuous membership in the Christian church 
of Madrid fog 48 years, two months and four- 
tenn days. When the Civil War broke out he 
enlisted and became a member of the Tenth 
regiment of Iowa Volunteers, which aided in 
the capture of New Madrid, Island No. 10, 
Corinth. Vicksburg, Missionary Ridge and 
other places. When the war was over Mr. 
Rohr returned home and resumed his occu- 
pation of a farmer which he continued until 
the spring of 1889, when he retired from the 
farm and moved to Madrid. After moving 
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here he bought and sold numerous pros. 
ties, some of which he impreved and made 
them valuable. On the 27th of September, 
1891, Mrs. Rohr, his companion of over 50 
years, died, leaving him alone, for at that 
time all their children were married and 
gone from the parental home. ‘This bereave- 
ment was a sad and bitter one for Mr. Rohr. 
Soon after her death he teok a trip to Call- 
fornia to visit his two daughters in that 
state, and during his stay took in much of 
the scenery of the Pacific coast. On the 
4th of April, 1892, he was again united in 
marriage, to Mrs. Mary McCloud, with whom 
he has lived happily fer over 12 years and 
who survives him. He has been an enthu- 
siastic and respected member of the I. O. O. 
F. fer a number of years, also a member of 
the J. Filmore Post. The good impression 
which the life of Mr. Rohr has m upon 
his neighbors and friends, will long linger in 
their minds and memories. His honesty, his 
exemplary life, and his industrious habits 
make up a model which any one would do 
well to adopt. The funeral services were held 
at the Christian church Sunday morning, con- 
ducted by Rev. F. G. Coflin, and the remains 
were laid to rest in the Mt. Hope cemetery, 
under the auspices of the 1. O. O. F. Lodge 
of Madrid.— Madrid, Iowa, Register-News. 


JANE S. MULVEAN was born in Fayette 
County, Ohio, Feb., 1817. Died Dec. 9. 
1904, near Palestine, Ill, aged 87 years, 9 
months and 21 days.

Husband and son were taken 
and Sister Mulvean was left with an only 
son, Thomas J., who cared for only as @ 
true son can do. She united with the M. B. 
church of Lamott Prairie, Ill., about 1850 
and, continued a faithful member until its 
disorganizatien during the war of the Rebel- 
lion. In 1873 she united with the Union 
Christian Church of Lamott Prairie and lived 
the life of a true Christian until God called 
her. Sister Mulvean suffered a stroke of 
paralysis Nov. 26, 1903, and had a second 
stroke March 10, 1904, and from that time 
until death she was a ‘helpless invalid; but 
not a hopeless one, for she always maintained 
a firm faith in God and a bright hope of 
heaven, frequently telling the family and 
others who visited her during her afflictions, 
that she was willing to live if it was God’s 
will, and ready to die when the summons 
came. Many times when bidding her 
friends goodby she would say, “If we never 
meet again on earth I hope to meet you in
